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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Gerlach et. al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. U.S. 
2003/01 79972A1 (Fig.4) an integrated chromatic dispersion compensator that includes 
a plurality of cascaded Mach-Zehnder interferometers (Stage 1 . . .StageN) with a 
plurality of phase shifting electrodes 12 and fixed couplers 1 1 that are connected to a 
control device 16,15,14 to compensate for the effects of dispersion. Gerlach et. al. does 
not teach or suggest the claimed integrated chromatic dispersion compensator (and 
method of operating same) which includes a plurality of cascaded lattice filter stages 
with at least one tapping device disposed between consecutive stages of the optical 
dispersion for tapping inter stage signals, feeding each tapped inter stage signal into a 
separate feedback loop, which in turn is feeding adaptation parameters into at least one 
of the stages of the optical dispersion elements preceding the corresponding tapping 
device of the inter stage signal. These limitations are recited in claims 1-1 1 and are 
considered to be patentable over the teachings of Gerlach et. al. and all of the prior art 
of record. The remaining prior art cited on PTO-892 is cited as backround art. See 
PTO-892 for a complete listing of these references.
